I grieve for China, native land of my par- 
”ents， 

The past Seven Weeks，especially the 
Shocking events last weekend，Ppierce the 
heart of any ethnic Chinese, no matter how 
many generations Temoved. 

AsIwrite, the utter turmol in Beljing snd 
Some other major Chinese cities continues. 
Some observers fear the country is on the 
brink of civil war. 

The govermment， apparently fed up with 
the student uprising, cracked down with bru- 
tal force on the weekend of June 3-4, killing 
perhaps thousands and wounding countiess 
others， 

The red star over China now drips blood， 
the blood of its own people， 

People all over the world, regardless 0 
Taclal background and political persuasions| 
areIeviledbythecallousnessSarnidbttcHery ( 涉 
the Chineseoldmen whoorderedthemilitary 
Strike on unarmed and defenseless citizens. 

Before the prutal crackdown last weekend， 
the student Uprisinz had captured the imagi- 
nation of the world. The yearning of students 
for some liberatitng political reform and their 
punty of acton won the Support of both 
liberals and conservatives in this country， 
both inslide and outside of the diverse and 
complex Chinese American community. 

So0 when the violent represslion finally 
came,afterfwo weeks ofanervousSstalemate， 
the world responded in horror to the tragedy 
of hearing about and seeing defenseless 
people slaugbteredby AK-47 semiautomatic 
assaujtriflefireandbythe weightofarmored 
Personnel cairiers. It was SiCkening， 

My revulsion, like that of many of other 
people, is first atruy human reaction. How 
can anyone Order the massacre of thousands 
of his owna people2 That's barbarism . 

Beyond the universal emotions, however， 
ethnic Chinese feel,to one degree oranother， 
a deeper, more personallized loss. 

Those im America who feel it the most 
directlyarethethousands ofChinesestudents 
at various American universities， Many of 
them have friends and relatives who've cou- 
Tageously demonstrated against the govern- 
Iment Over the past Seven weeks. Now, many 
of them have undoubtedly lost their friends 
and relatives to the brutality of the People 's 
Liberation Army， 

Both the campaign for political reform in 
China and the violent reactionary TeSponse 
have unleashed deep emotions from ethnic 
Chinese who aren't directly connected to 
China. 

Like many others, I had watched with im- 


creasing interest the developments in China 
Overthepastseven weeks.Asthepro-democ- 
Iacy marches became more vociferous, OUT 
attention became more Tiveted. The historic 
Gorbachev-Deng summit im mid-May at- 
tracted widespread interest.During the week- 
end of May 20-21, it appeared the govermmn- 
ment was ready to crack down. 

Premier Li Peng，by now extremely un- 
popularamong thestudents,declared martial 
law,butthearmy wasprevented from enforc- 
ing it with an extraordinary display of 
“peoplepower akin to what happened in the 
Philppines when Corazon Adquino came to 
powerTeplacing the dictator Ferdinand Mar- 
CO0S. 

Everyone expected the other Shoe to fall. 
Butfew expected itto fall in such athunder- 
ous and apocalyptic marnner: 

There's personal'irony in thls Sequence of 
events for me. A long tme ago a couple of 
Imy Sisters had talked about visiting China on 
afamily roots-type journey.Two ofmy other 
Sisters had already taken trips to China, like 
thousands of other Chinese Americans, to 
make the connections with the Country that 
gave us part of our identity. 

Travelarrangementshadbeenmadebefore 
the memorable events of the Beijing Spring 
of 89 began to unfold. For a while, [hadnt 
made up my mind about Joining my Sisters. 
But the nascent political-reform movement 
Provided me anextraincentivetovisitChina. 
Asajournalist,Iwas drawn to the unfolding 
drama. 

Wehad put down a deposit but hadn'?t yet 
paid the full fare of the trip. Psychologically 
as wel, I was preparing for the trip, on both 
personal and professional levels. Alas, with 
the weekend bloodbath, and the prospect for 
increasing :instability and turmoilt， Our 
planned trip is in serious jeopardy. 

Surely, I want to go to China now, more 
than ever. I reallize, however, that the situ- 
aton there, 3S 工 write this shorty after the 
massacre, is unsafe for anyone. Besides, the 
vast and slow-moving Chinese bureaucracy 
isSmostlikelyparalyzedbythepowerstruggle 
going on atthe top levels of the government. 

My lost opportunity, ifit indeed comes to 
that is but the most trivial of concerns. The 
martyred lives of brave Chinese students and 
others callously obliterated last weekend will 
no doubt inspire a deepened Tesolve on the 
partofsurvivorsin Chinaandtheirsupporters 
around the world to bring aboutconstructive 
political reform to a country that's never 
experienced democratic freedoms before. 

All sorts of analyses，Imost of it highly 


Speculative and based on guesSWoIk，have 
been forthcoming in the days immediately 
following the govermrment crackdown. Most 
analysts seem to agree that Deng has Setback 
China. HeblunderediDamonumental wayin 
ordering -the army to kill civilians， Why 
didn't he order less extreme actions to clear 
Tiananmen Square2 Besides,itappeared that 
the govemment inaction -- waiting it Out -- 
was Working; the number of students had 
been diminishing and, in America; the news 
fromChinanolongerwas onthe frontpageor 
topped the network evening news Shows. 

His bloody iron 人 st exposed the moral 
bankruptcy of his govermment and leader- 
ship.He'sshownhow stubborn, intransigent， 
out of touch, and jealous of power he is. 

In a sharp turmaround from his open-door 
policy of 11 years ago, Deng mightnow feel 
like isolating China from the world, but that 
woOn't happen，ironically because of the 
modermization drive he himself initiated. 
That drive opened up China to the world in 
ways that he probably didn't imagine. For 
one thing，thousands of Chinese Scholars 
studied abroad in America and Europe and 
mayhavebecome intoxicated with the winds 
of freedom that blow most vigorously in the 
West. 

The Western concept of 3a _ government 
governing with the consent of the govermned， 
and other democratic concepts, have woOrked 
their ways into the intellect and psyche of 
Some of those who'"vespenttime in the West: 

Idon't interpret the demands of the Tian- 
anmen students as a wholesale overthrow of 
the communistsystem Orof Chinese Civiliza- 
tion， What I heard was a call for limited 
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poliucalreform in atotalitarian, stifling socil- 
ety. 

The students wanted to be recognized by 
the govemment as alegitimate voice In Chi- 
nese SOCiety, and they wanted to enter into 
equal dialogue withthe govermmenton politi- 
cal, Social and economic issues. Theywanted 
some Small freedoms，which, in a Chinese 


Context，would have been remarkable，but 


hardly revolutionary. 
The students, and other segments of Chi- 


nese SOCiety, also wanted the end to coOrrup- 


tionamonghigh governmentandCommunist 
Party leaders. 

Deng and Li Peng,，however, apparently 
were threatened by the student moveIment 
They chose to exert their considerable force 
Tather than appear to give in to impudent 
Students. 


I would agree with many analysts who 


figurethatDengmayhave wonthebattle,but 
he ll lose the war. The freedom cries of the 
martyred in Tiananmen Square will echo 
long after Dengpasses on.NoonecanSsayfor 
Certain how events will evolvein tumultuous 
China, but out of shock and tragedy, Some 
very Sad and distraught Chinese Students are 
expressing hope for the future of their coun- 
try.

Hsieh's China Resolution Defeated 


SAN FRANCISCO - A resolution proposed by Supervisor Tom Hsieh declaring San 
Francisco's Support for the student protesters in China was defeated by just one vote during 
the Board of Supervisors” meeting Monday, June 5. Supervisor Terrence Halinan cast the 
dissenting vote. 

JThe resolution required a unanimous vote Monday because of the speed with which the 
Tesolution was introduced. Hsieh said the the resolution will be Teintroduced at next week's 
Board of Supervisors meeting June 12 at which time theresolution will onlyneedamajority 
vote. Hsieh said that vote is almost guaranteed. 

Halinan has since apologized for “any misunderstandings”as aresult of his vote“Idon't 
Oppose the resolution,”he said.“Iopposed the immediate adoption of it.” 

The first term Supervisor said he wanted a delay in order to give people a chance to "vent 
out their feelings and discuss what was happening" in China ata public hearing.“Ifound out 
that s not What People wanted,”he said, Halinan said he has received alotof negative calls 
because of his decision. He promised to support the resolution during the nextvote: 

The resolution states in part,“. . . be it resolved, that the Board of JUDervisors of the City

Taiwan's Stock market sufftered its largest 
Single-day loss in the market'S 27-year his- 
tory, dropping 455.44 points. 

ManymajorUs companies including IBM 
and the San Franclisco-based engineering 
company, Bechtel Group Inc., have tempo- 
rarily pulled employees out of China. 

Japanese investors are alsobeing cautious. 
According to the Japa1 下 copno1aIC Newsy， 
Virtually all Japanese investments im China 
are indefinitely Suspended or fully termi- 
nated.Jointventureprojects suchaselectrical 
power plantks，coal mining quality control 
Systems, and waste waterreclamiatton plants， 
have been postponed at the ITequest of the 
Chinese govemment. 

Beljing-basedJapanesecompanies Such as 
Fujitsu Electronics, Mitsukoshi Department 
Store，Isetan Department Store and Seibu 
Department Store, have told employees to 
Ieturn to Japan. 

Accordingto US trade officlals, US-China 
trade is a multi-billion dollar industry. Mer- 
chandise exports to China from the US to- 
taled $5 billion last year and imports from 
China to the Us totaled $9.3 billion.
